Those snapshots — known at 
1 3 3- A and 133-B — and their 
negatives were found by Dallas 
Police Del. Richard Stovall and 
other officers in the garage of the 
Irving home of Michael and Ruth 
rame. where Marina Oswald was 
Maying, the day following the as- 
sassination. In its 1964 investiga- 
tion into Kennedy's death, the 
warren Commission was told by 
Dallas police these were the only 
backyard photographs of Oswald 
round.

darkroom he used the Secret 
Service-furnished Oswald photo 
to create a composite silhouette 
Photograph by inserting Oswald's 
body image into the back yard 
In Brown's manipulated photo, 
Oiwald s place is taken by a white 
body silhouette holding what ap- 
pear to be a rifle and newipapen. 
The si bouette appears to be an 
example of matting, a darkroom 
technique which can serve as an 
intermediate step in the combin- 
ing of photographic images. 

Brown says he made the tilhou- 
eitt by calling Ojwild from Ihe 
Secret Service-furnished photo- 
graph and reshooting the result. 
The purpose, which resulted in 
the matte pnnt wu '’just to show 
him (Oswsld) in that back yard 
That part wu my own idea. I just 
didit to be doing something.*” 
The silhouette photo boused in 
the Dallu Archives hu not been 
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publicly iccn before now. The Se- 
cret Service-supplied Oswsld pho- 
to (known now u 133-C) from 
whtch it wu made disappeared b 
late 1963 and wu not seen again 
until the mid-1970s when invest!- 

8 tors of the U.S. House Select 
immittee on Assassinations ex- 
amined iL There are no known 
neutives for either photo. 

Brown's re-enactment scenario 
however, conflicts with evidence 
presented to the Warren Commis- 
jum. The ra^jor discrepancy may 
iccn in the outline of Oswald’s 
silhouette, or "ghost,” in the 
matte print 

The matted portion of this 
print is clearly designed to accom- 
modate only Oswald in the 133-C 
photo. Conforming with the sil- 
houette, 133-C shows Oswald 
hold,rtg newspapers aloft in his 
right hand and the rifle high in his * 
left hand at a nearly upright an- 



Dallas Police Det Ouy F. Rose, 
Stovall's partner in 1963, told the 
Warren Commission only the two 
snapshots (taken by Marina) and 
their negatives were found. That 
conflicts with Brown’s recall of 
the larger third photograph. 

A further conflict involves 
Brown himscir. He says two verti- 
cal white lines on either side of 
the silhouette are "cut lines, 
where it was cut out, I guess ..." 

Instead, they could nave been 
produced by an acetate overlay. 
In a typical step for creating such 
composite images, an acetate 
sheet with a cutout of the figure to 
be inserted — Oswald — would 
be placed over the picture of the 
empty back yard and shot with a 
copy camera. 
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from the edges of the overlay in 
me form of thin white lines simi- 
lar to those in the silhouette print.
